he Although it is not easy to follow 
with any assurance of certainty the 
course of events in South. China, 
there appears to be little doubt that 
-)the “Tronsides,” or their sup- 
porters, are causing considerable 
concerh to the authorities in. Can- 
ton. ‘There is still some doubt as 
to where Chang Fat-kwai and his 
troops .aré, but the anxiety of 
Canton . is demonstrated by the 
evacpation of. Wuchow. Whether 
the withdrawal is due to fears. of 
an attack on the city by the “Iron- 
sides” or to an intention of utilis- 
ing the troops from Wuchow in 
other arens in danger of attack by’ 
Chang. Fat-kwai’s forces, the faet 
remains that troops. hostile to the 
Canton: regime will now come into 
possession of an important strategic 
point, a fact which in itself is suf- 
ficient. to cause, Canton to become 
a trifle nérvy. It is obvious, too, 
.that the latest developments ‘de- 
finitely place Kwanga! amongst the 
“vebel”’ Provinces. 

' Whatever-the events, of the next 
week or so may be, it seems clear 
that Canton is again in for trouble.
